Labor and Capital Testing Their 
Rights at Homestead. 


Preparing Papers for the Arrest of 
Manager Frick and Others. 


M’LUCKIE’S PRELIMINARY EXAMINA- 
TION BEGINS TO-MORROW. 


Gov. Pattison Welcomed by Rain and a 
Salute of Guns—The Great Steel Plant 
Still Idie—Both Sides Conflident of 
Ultimate Victory—How the Workmen 
Regard the Arrest of Their Comrades— 
Frick’s Record, 


‘ PittspurG, Pa., July 19.—Both sides 
are resting on their arms this morning, but 
there is notelling at what moment the ma- 
chinery of the law may again be put in mo- 
tion. Alarge crowd began to gather around 
the office of Alderman McMasters at an early 
hour and the Alderman himself put in an 
appearance considerably earlier than usnal, 
expecting that some of the men against 
whom warrants are out would come in and 
surrender. But as the day wore on it be- 
Came evident that the much-wanted men 
had no such intention, and this was con- 
firmed shortly after Judge Magee had 
set the hearing on the question of 
bail for Mr. McLuckie for to-morrow morn- 
ing, when word was received to the effect 
that Ross and his associates. would Keep un- 


der cover until the hearing had taken place,’ 


when they would appearof thelrown vyoll- 
tion, accompanied by bondsmen. When this 
intimation had been received the constables 
deputized toserve the warrants asked for 
instructions, but were toldto follow their 
own inclinations. Uptollo’clock they were 
in doubt whether to goto Homestead in the 
afternoon or await to-morrow’s dévelop- 
ments. No additional informations had been 
laid against any of the mil! men this morn- 
ing, although the Alderman intimated that 
he might have some work in that line later in 
the day. 
PROCEEDINGS AGAINST FRICK. 

Attorney Brennan said he doubted whether 
the informations against Frick, Carnegie, 
Potter, Lovejoy and Robert and Willlam 
Pinkerton would be prepared to-day, as the 
papers would have to be drawn with exceed- 
ingcare. These prosecutions were decided 
upon atlast night’s meeting of the Home- 
stead Advisory Committee. The programme 
of the defense is to secure a long roll of com- 
petent bondsmen, sothat if the decision of 
the court to-morrow is favorable, the men 
can be bailed out as fast as arrested, without 
being compelled to spend even a night in the 


County Jalil. 

The officials of the Carnegie Steel Co. here 
do not apppear to be worried over any infor- 
mations to be made against them. Secre- 
tary Lovejoy smiled when asked if he had 
arranged for bail and said: ‘*We have no 
fears of any arrests or informations, and do 
not believe they can be so ill-advised as to 
take this step. They were the trespassers 
and aggressors, and are in no position to 
charge any crime on the company or its 
agents. Itis, of course, possible that some 
of us may be arrested. 

**Yes, sir; we have the names of many 
others against whom informations will be 
made, and we will make them from day to 
day, as fast as they can be prepared, and ar- 
rests will from now on be of daily occurrence. 

THE COMPANY CONFIDENT. 

‘*The stories about our getting men from 
England or any foreign country are non- 
sense. Wehaveno such intentions fortwo 
reasons: First, because thereis no need of 
going out of the country to get all the men 
we need;and secondly, we have no desireor 
intention to doany illegal act, such as that 
would be. Ihave often stated we will have 
no trouble to get all the men here we need. 
We already have applications from enough, 
and we do not even expect all who have ap- 
plied here in*person to say nothing of the ap- 
plications we get by letter. 

‘*‘We already have in a good many more 
men than is generally known. and are daily 
adding tothe number. Weare going slowly 
in order to give our old men al! reasonable 
chance andtimeto retnrn to work. When 
that time July 21, expires,we wili then fill up 
with outsiders andIsaytoyou we will have 
all we need. The men were warned by some 
one to get out of the road. 

‘*There have been men going intothe 
mill every day and night for some time anda 
» number went intothe mill last night. More 
? will go up to-day and we will keep on send- 
ing a few till the evening of July 21 when we 
» jwill get ready to fill up the works.’’ 

; RULING IN RIOT CASES. 

: The attorneys for the seven men against 
’ ‘whom criminal proceedings have been Insti- 
tuted, spent the greater partof last night in 
looking upthe State laws relative to riot. 


> On this point, a leading member of the bar of 


| this city, and who for years has made a com- 
prehensive study of the statutes relating to 
the unlawful assemblages, has this to say: 
**All laws are based upon the point of law 
found in the charge of Judge King of Phila- 
delphia to thejury in the Catholicriot cases 
in 1844. The Judge, after citing the 
facts in the case, said in substance 
that every body who was present 
during a riot, participating, aiding or 
abetting it in any way was guilty of felonious 
riotand should a death be caused by the 
riot, he would be guilty of murder in the 
first degree. Since this charge was made all 
riot ruling has followed the law laid down by 
Judge King. In the riot trials of 1877 this 
charge was cited as authority, and in the 
present case it applies even more forcibly. 
‘*In my opinion the men who participated in 
the riot at Homestead are gulity of the most 
felonious riot lever heard of in all my ex- 
perience. Forinstance the tearing down of 
the Sheriff’s proclamation and sending away 
of his deputies rightin defiance of the law. 
Then they not only assembled—but assembled 
in cold blood with arms and by arranged and 
preconcerted signals. ’’ 
WILL MAKE A TEST CASE, 

Itisnotthoughtthat any opposition will 
be made to Burgess McLuckie’s release, and 
the only question raised will be the amount 
in which be isto be held. Secretary Lovejoy 
of the Carnegie Co. says that so far as he 
knows the company will make no objection 
to McLuckie’s going out on bail. 

W. J. Brennan suid to-day: ‘‘We are mak- 
ing thisa test case, ana if McLucklie is re- 
leased on ball, as I have no doubt he will be, 
th@other men will at once surrender, waive 
hgAring and give bailfor court. We will ask 
th? court to make a general order fixing the 

llifor all against whom information has 
been or will be made sothat when warrants 
are issued men Can come in and give bail. 
There will be no trouble made or 
attempted to be made when the constables 
go to serve the warrants.

RAIN AND CANNON ROAR 


GREET THE ARRIVAL OF GOV. PATTISON AT 
THE HOMESTEAD CAMP, 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 19.—When Gov. 
Pattison, whose cominghas been anxiously 
awaite d on all sides in the little borough ar- 
rived to-day a drenching rain was falling 
and mud was everywhere. 

Gov. Pattison’s staff, which accompanied 
him on his visit of inspection, is as follows:

MILITARY SALUTE. 

Up the steep yellow road from the railway 
Station near the Carnegie works to the hill 
where Gen. Snowden, commanding the 
militia, has his headquarters, the Governor 
was slowly conveyed by an escort of several 
hundred cavalrymen. From the heights 
every few seconds a bright red flash could be 
seen against the leaden sky, then a huge puff 
of white smoke and immediately a thun- 
derous explosion that rattled the valley 
startling the people at Homestead into the 
Streets, bareheaded, in the rain. 

Goy. Pattison took the shortest cut from 
the train to the camp, owingto perhaps the 
storm, and thus did notappearat the usual 
stopping place for railway travelers at 
Homestead, the main depot in the business 
center ofthetown. In this way the first inti- 
mation the millmen and their families had of 
his presence was the firing of artillery, sup- 
posed by many to mean that another riot 
had tbroken out and that another day of 
bloodshed had _ already begun, The 
arrival of the Governor was 
watched from afar through the downpour 
of water by a few of the leaders peering out 
of the upper windows of the headqvarters of 
the Amalgamated Association. Working its 
way up the slope of the hill, the leaders saw 
the cavalry ascend the slippery road, the in- 
fantry rushing out of their tents, alert at the 
booming of the cannon as the women and 
childreninthe town; then the haltof the 
cavalry on the crown of the hill, and finally, 
above the din of cannonading, the 
oe al cheer of the troops for Gov. 

att 

Hugh Ross, one of the leading mill work- 
ers, for whom.a warrantisout for murder, 
was in a little group at the Amalgamated As- 
sociation headquarters, grimly awaiting his 
arrest and meanwhile observing the Gov- 
ernor’s progress upto headquarters. Ross’ 
fine eyes light€d up instantly at the sound of 
theartillery. ‘‘That’s old music for me,’’ 
he said, *‘I’ve heard that before.’’ One of 
the bystanders thought Koss referred to the 
cannon practice of the mill men soshorta 
time agowhen the Pinkerton barge wasa 
target. 

WAS IN THE NAVY. 

Ross, however,had a more pleasant exper!i- 
ence, for he added: ‘‘I was inthe navy, 
you know, for ten years and four days.’’ 
Ross said that he had been atthe depot 
ready again as last nightto go to Pittsburg 
and place himseifin custody, but, acting on 
the advice of the Amalgamated Association 
legal counsel, had postponed the trip for the 
time being. 

Sylvester Critchlow, another of the seven 
accused, also under the same legal guidance, 
had taken a different course. Oritchlow, at 
the instruction of Lawyer Cox, went on to 
Pittsburg to surrender, if deemed best on his 
arrival there. 

Gov. Pattison by this time had reached 
Gen. Snowden’s headquarters in the school. 
house away uponthe hilitopand, alighting 
from the carriage in which he had made 
the ascent, entered the Sep ee 
where a hearty handshake was exchange 
between the Governor, who is ex-officio Com- 
mander-in-vhief of the State militia, and 
Gen. Snowden, who Is in effect the Field Mar- 
shal of Pennsylvania’s regular army. Gov. 
Pattison’s primary purpose is to inspect the 
State troops. Oneof his aides stated that 
the probability seemed that the Governor 
would remain at headquarters a week. 


FRICK’S RECORD, 


THE INEVITABLE RESULTS OF HIS QUARRELS 
WITH EMPLOYES. 


PittspurGc, Pa., July 19.—A § prominent 
leader of the Homestead millmen thus re- 
counts Manager Frick’s record in labor 
troubles: 

‘*Three times in the last seven years has 
the militia been called into the fleld for 
service. Each time their duty was to aid 
Frick in reducing the wages of his employes. 

‘‘In December, 1885, the troops were called 
out because ofa strike in the coke regions, 
They were not called upon to fire, but before 
the troubles there were ended eight men 
were killed and twenty-five wounded. H,. C. 
Frick won his fight and wages went down, In 
April, 1891, occurred the coke troubles in 


Fayette County. Twelve persons were killed 
and twenty wounded. Women and children 
were amongthe victims. H. C. Frick was 
successful, withthe aid of the troops, and 
miners’ wages, then very close to the starva- 
tion point, were stillfurther reduced. Now 
the militia ishere in Homestead, called out 
for the third time by H. C. Frick. They have 
not shot any of our people. The armed Pink- 
ertons, who preceded them, attended tothe 
necessary slaughter. 

‘*‘The whole business career of Andrew 
Carnegie and H. C. Frick has been attended 
with strikes and slaughter. The first strike 
in Homestead wasin 1882. Sixty or seventy 
armed policemen of the Pinkerton force were 
brought here, and many peome were shot 
down and badly wounded, though fortunately 
none fatally. Rioting continued for six 
months. The Duquesne mill was the scene of 
similar occurrences in 1890. 

‘‘Rraddock for the past fifteen years has 
had to go through the same experiences as 
every other mili town under control of the 
Carnegie interest. In January, 1891, four 
Slavs were killed and many wounded. Three 
Slavs were convicted of murder inthe first 
degree. 

‘*In 1888 there wasa strike which lasted 
four months. A force of 180 Pinkerton men 
was brought in to ald in reducing wages, and 
they shot two men dead, besides wounding 
many others. 

‘*1n 1885 Braddock saw a strikein which 
both the Amalgamated Association and the 
Knights of Labor were beaten. Pinkerton’s 
special coalandiron police took possession 
of the town and the strikers were starved and 
frozen into submission. It was during the 
winter months. Every year from 1874 to 1885, 
wages were reduced at Braddock. ‘here 
was not one increase. 

‘*Shortly after the inauguration of Pres!.- 
dent Grover Cleveland the men demanded 
and obtained a 10 per cent raise of wages. The- 
next year saw it cut down, however, and it 
has been going down ever since.

SOME CARNEGIE HISTORY. 
Crushing Power of the Great Iron Com: 
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the phenomenal career of Andrew Carnegie, 
the chief of capital’s side in the controversy, 
@ special interest to Americans, who are 
called upon to decide by their votes 
whether or not they indorse a system 
which has made such wholesale money- 


gathering possible to any man. The history 
of Carnegie’s nrg tagger eng § is one of the 
most extraordinary in the history of the 
United States, and he differs from every 
other American millionaire in his ambitions 
and achievements no less than in the use 
he has made of his wealth,the distinctions 
which he has striven to obtain and the cur!i- 
ous mixture of socialism and imperialism 
which go to make up his character. 

People in general whoread about the strike 
at Homestead have no idea of the extent of 
the Carnegie industries of which that mill, 
with its thousands of workmen, is but one 
among many. Evenin Pittsburg, under the 
shadow of the vast commercial Rouse which 
Mr. Carnegie has built up, there are thou- 
sands of people with no adequate idea of its 
extent and resources, ofthe crushing power 
with which it has stamped out aspiring 
rivals or the millions of profit which it has 
reaped and of the long line of huge iron in- 
dustries which it has swallowed one after an- 
other. People who read the accounts of the 
strike are confused by various names em- 
ployed. Thereistalk of Carnegie, Phipps & 
Co., ofthe Bessemer Steel Co,,,of the Lucy 
Furnace, of the Keystone Bridge Co., of the 
Hartman Steel Co. of Carnegie brothers— 
although there is now only one Carnegie—of 
the Edgar Thomson mills and of the Home- 
stead mills, with a hostofothers. They all 
are Carnegie industries, although Andrew 
Carnegie has no share in their management. 
The man at the head of affairs is the Mr. 
Frick who is taking all the abuse, as he says 
he will take all the responsibility. He is the 
head of the new concern, the Carnegie Steel 
Co. (Limited), which came into being a few 
weeksago and which embraces all the in- 
dustries absorbed by Carnegie or started by 
him up to date. 

This huge octopus has so many arms and 
tentacles that only ple in the iron trade 
areaware of its ramifications. Yet the rise 
of Carnegie and the story of hislife are as 
much a wonder to them as if they knew 
nothing of the man who has made himself 
master of the greatest industry in the new 
world. Carnegie not only foundeda great 
house, but he has invented a new business 
maximand followed it with marvelous suc- 
cess, 

When he ceased to bea telegraph operator 
and went into business with his brother Tom 
and D. A. Stewart, Carnegie laid it down asa 
fundamental principle upon which the part- 
nership should be conducted that whera 
partner died his estate should be settled up 
within thirty days and his interest in the 
business acquired by the remaining partners, 
and alsothat noson or child of any of them 
should have a share in the concern ora voice 
in its management. This policy has been 
rigidly followed down to the present. The 
eye ee has been that the partnership 
from time to time has been refreshed and in- 
vigorated by infusions of new blood and the 
active managers have been young and ener- 
geticmen. Whenever an employe or a suc- 
cessful man in some outside but collateral 
business, as in the case of Frick, displayed 
unusual ability and energy, he was taken in, 
given a sharein the profits and pushed rap- 
idly to the front. 

Both David A. Stewart and Tom Carnegie, 
who formed the original copartnership with 
Andrew Carnegie, are now dead, and each 
died a many times millionaire at a time when 
the business had not anything like its present 
proportions but was growing rapidly. Mr. 
Stewart left two sons and Tom Carnegie more 
than halfa dozen, yet none of these young 
men were allowed to come intothe concern, 
and the estates of their fathers were settled 
up immediately after death andthe business 
continued by Andrew Carnegie. The conse- 
quence has been that the active manage- 
ment of the business has been intrusted to 
bright and active men who have grown upon 


iron. 

All of these partners have become million- 
aires. To be sure they are not millionaires of 
the Carnegie magnitude, having to struggle 
along with from one to ten millions. This 
was the case with Henry Phipps. He is one 
of the minor partnefrs, whose name has not 
even been mentioned in connection with the 
Homestead strike,and yet he livesin England 
ina palace and maintains an establishment 
like one ofthe princes of the blood. Indeed 
there is not in England a a prince witha 
house as fine as Knebworth Park, Steven- 
age, Herts, where Henry Phipps and his 
family are now residing. 

This magnificent house is the country seat 
of the Lyttons, and from there the late Lord 
Lytton was buried. Knebworth, which has 
an immense demesne and an estate of thou- 
sands of acres, with everything which 
wealth, care and time canaddto make ita 
delight to the eye, was at one timea royal 
palace, and has been in the family of the 
Lyttons since about 1470. It was purchased 
then by Sir Robert de Lytton, who was Under 
Treasurer ofthe Exchequer to Henry VIIL., 
and Queen Elizabeth with other subsequent 
sovereigns have been entertained within its 
ample walls. 

The fortunate tenant ofthis establishment 
has, however, been through the mill at Pitts- 
burg, and the years of toil he has put in pil- 
ing upthe Carnegie millions as well as his 
own entitle him tothe ease and comfort 
which it is presumed he now enjoys there, 
Mr. Phipps, who, unlike Carnegie, has never 
aspired to literary or political distinction, 
was recently presented at court, with his 
daughter and other members of his family. 
Rigged out in the ornate costume whicha 
man is obliged to put on when he goes to 
court, the partner of Andrew Carnegie may 
be highly interesting from a picturesque 
standpoint, but does not add much to the 
dignity of American citizenship. vi y 

Carnegie, as the cable has told the public, 
is living now in lordly luxury at Cluny Castle, 
Scotland. 

Here is what a recent writer had to say 
about the goings-on at the Castle: ‘‘Mr., 
Carnegie has a piper of his own, who pipes 
each day for dinner, the company marching 
two and two behind him thrice around the 
hall in solemn procession until led by the 
host to the dining-room.’’ The same 
writer, in further description of this famous 

iper, saysthathe is always ‘‘resplendent 

nthe Carnegie tartan.’’ Thereis no Carne- 
gie tartan, and James Grant’s book, ‘‘The 
Vartans of the Clans of Scotland,’’ does not 
even mention the nameof thefamily. The 
‘‘Carnegie Tartan,’’ therefore, which the 
piper at Cluny Castle wears, must not only 
have been made out of whole cloth, butit 
must have been invented by Mr. 
Carnegie, Perhaps he wears the kilt 
himself. People who know Carnegie have 
told him that his manly form could be Set off 
to no better effect than if he were to don the 
cap, the stockings and the sporran. 

HIS NEW HIGHLAND 8EAT. 

But he is now at Cluny Castle. Kinlochran- 
noch, Perthshire, is the nameof his new 
country seatinthe Highlands, and here his 
grounds embrace thousands of acres of 
mountain and moorland, brawling burn and 
silvery loch. 

In his splendid house in New York, No. 5 
West Fifty-first street, Carnegie, who has 
filled the establishment with Scotch servants, 
has invented a coat-of-arms which report- 
ers who have interviewed him in bis library 
have seen emblazoned on the walls. It con- 
sists of loaves of bread quartered with a 
knife, sausages, heads of cabbages, etc., in 
gules, azure and ermine and all painted with 
a wretched disregard of art. :

THE DEMOCRATIC STATE CONVENTION 
MET AT NOON. 


After Temporary Organization a Recess 
Was Taken—A Night Session Probable 
and Balloting May Begin—Noonan’s 
Friends Knock Out Hugh Brady—How 
the Work Was Doné—Committees 
Named. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., July 19.—The popula- 
tion of Jefferson City is Goublea to-day. In 
the streets are crowded all the way along 
Madison street around on Main down tothe 
Capitol Grounds. A thousand people got in 
by the trains this morning. Many of them 
were able toobtainno rooms, and they are 
sleeping now, as they happen to sit down on 
chairs inthe hotel lobbies andon benches in 
the Capitol Park. Quite a number who knew 
the town, found their way to the Convention 
Hall before the delegates began to arrive, 
and taking up advantageous positions in 
the gallery got short naps. As the 
delegates began to pass through the Capitol 
grounds shortly before noon, the tired men 
stretched on the grass and benches would 
wake up, rush to some of the dozen refresh- 
ment stands in front of the Capitol, get a cup 
of coffee and a sandwich and fallin with the 
procession. 

THE HALL PACKED. 

The convention hall has never been s0 
crowded as it was when Temporary Chair- 
man Dilley took up his gavelat noon. There 
was not standing-nopom in the lMttle narrow 
passage around the delegates’ seats, and a 
crowd of men - filled all door- 
ways, standing gn tiptoe and trying to 
see over each others’ heads. t The gallery was 
crowded mostly with ladies, who were very 
demonstrative with fansand handkerchiefs, 
and frequently led the applause, 

The St. Louis and Kansas City Dalton and 
Gibscn boomers managed to get inside the 
hall and yelled at the least provocation. They 
were used to crowds and managed to elbow 
the Stone farmers out of the way. .

It is now 
certain that neither Stone nor Dalton Gan 
be nominated without Gibson votes, giving 
them even the strength of h Claycomb 
and Yeaman. The air is full of rumors that 
both Claycomb and Yeaman will withdraw 
after the first ballot, andin spiteof the de- 
nials of both these candidates, the statement 
is made persistently. 

CALLED TO ORDER. 

The convention was called to order a few 
minutes after 12 o’clock to-day by Chairman 
C. C. Maffitt. The hall was intensely hot, and 
most of the delegates took off their coats and 
tried to keep cool by dexterous use of palm 
leaf fans. The prayer was offered by 
Rev. Mr. Watkins, pastor of 
a church in this city. Chairman 
Maffitt spoke briefly to the convention in 
opening the session. Hesaidthatit was in- 
cumbenton the party’s representatives to 
not only nominate a Governor but to elect 
him. He then appointed a committee com- 
posed of Hugh McGorman of Kansas City and 
Jonn H, Carroll, both Gibson men, to escort 
Seenerney Chairman Dilley tothe speaker’s 
stand. 

DILLEY’S ADDRESS. 

Senator Dilley was well received by the im- 
mense crowd present. He said that he recog- 
nized the action of the State Committee as an 
honor to himself and tothe section he repre- 
sented. He would rather, he said, be the tem- 
porary chairman of a Democratic convention 
than the leader of any other party. The cry 
of ‘‘Stand up for Missouri,’’ he said, had been 
taken up by the Republicans as their watch- 
word, but he did not belleve it would avail 
that party,anything. The Republican plan of 
standing up for Missouri, he said, is of 
recent origin. The Democrats have been 
doing that very thing for a great many 
years. 

When Chairman Dilley closed his address 
the Congressional districts were called for 
the committee announcement. After the an- 
nouncement was all in the convention tooka 
recess until 30’clock to give the committees 
time to report.

CAPT. WILL PRICE’S CAMPAIGN. 

Capt. Will M. Price, the St. Louis candidate 
for Railroad Commissioner, has opened head- 
quarters in the Madison House, near the 
rooms of one of his rivals, James M. Cowgill. 
Capt. Price is makinga campaign that is 
based on nothing but business. Some weeks 
ago he sent out a circular toallthe delegates 
then elected, showing by the law that the 
Railroad Commissioner must be a man who 
knew all about the grain business, as well as 
the railway business. He followed this up 
lately with his platform, The concluding ex- 
tracts from his letter to the delegates are: 

As the commissioners are required to direct and 
manage a business department of such vast impor- 
tance to the people of the State, it is reasonable to 
consider that at least part of the board sheuld have 
some experience in the handling and grading of 

rain and be familiar with the workings of the pub- 

ic warehouses of the State. They should know 

from experience that men who are nominated for 
inspectors are capable of discharging their duties 
properly, and in order to intelligently establish the 
standards for the grading of grain and make rules 
and regulations for the government of the chief in- 
spector and other employes, they should be familiar 
with the grain business in all of its detaiis. 

There are several gentiemen of ability and high 
standing who are candidates for the office, but so far 
as I can learn none of them claim to be grain experts 
oe to mave had any extensive experience in hand- 

n rain. 

I aaed my candidacy on the fact that I have had 
nearly twenty years’ experiencein the grain busi- 
ness—upderstand the grading of grain and am famil- 
liar with the usages and requirements of the grain 
trade of the State,.and that my business education 
qualifies me to filljthe position of Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioner. 

If 1 am honored with the nomination and election 
I will labor to conduct the grain inspection depart- 
ment of Missouri on purely business principles ac- 
cording to the letter and spirit of the law, and dis- 
charge my duties as arbiter between the people and 
the railroads in justice to all as the law directs 

‘*T have found since I got here,’’ said Capt. 
Price to-day, *‘thatlama deal stronger 
than Ithought Ij;was, I shall Into the 
convention with a very satisfactory show of 
strength.

COSGROVE STILL FIGHTING STEPHENS, 

Ex-Congressman Jobn Cosgrove of Boon- 
ville is not through with his fight on State 
Treasurer Stephens. He is here working 
tooth and nail to defeat him and secure the 
nomination of Capt. Frank Pitts of Monroe 
County. Cosgrove has been fighting Stevens 
for the past eight years, but thus far has ac- 
complished little in his crusade, In 
the Cooper County primary Cosgrove 
announced that he would defeat Stephens in 
his owncounty, and started in to doit. In 
his own township Cosgrove polled but 383 
out of some 400 votes. Stephens carried the 
county by a dig majority, and the delegation 

ot in last evening headed by Senator Jack 
Stark and Speed stephens, the Treasurer’s 
brother. They found Cosgrove on the ground 
ahead, seeing every delegate, giving his 
reasons why stephens should not be nomi- 
nated. Senator Stark went to workto undo 
whatever effect had been produced by Cos- 
grove’s fight. He went over the history of 
the personal encounter between  UCos- 
grove and Stephens some 
or ten years ago. He 
told how Stephens had wiped ms 
County with Cosgrove and his frien 
late primary. 

Speed Stephens, speaking of the outlook 
to-day, said: ‘‘Idon’t see any possibility of 
Lon’s defeat. He has gotthe delegates and 
they will stick to him throughout, That is 
why he will be nominated.’’ 

PRIEST AND PHELPS. 

Col. Sam Priest and W. H. Phelps ofthe 
legal and political department of the Mis- 
sour! Pacific compared notes inthe Madison 
House this morning. Both had been up late 
the night before seeing and greeting the 
delegates. They pleaded ignorance when 
asked who had furnished so muny passes to 
the big array of delegates and politicians 
now thronging Missouri’s capital. The rail- 
road attorneys are here, but they, as they 
always do, deny that they Nave interest in 
what is going on further than to see the con- 
vention and the crowds. 

STONE AND 8ST. LOUIS.

Analysis of del- 
egations is the strong point of this thin, nar- 
row-shouldered, paile-faced candidate for 
Governor. He Knows pretty well how every 
county in the State will go On the first ballot, 
counting both instructed and uninstructed 
delegates. Mr. Stone said: ‘‘Iam reliably 
informed that several of the St. Louis men in 
that caucusinthe city the other night, who 
were counted for Dalton, were really not for 
him, although they were on that ticket.

them. The Governor has appeared among 
the delegates but little, and those who have 
wished to see him have hadto hunt for him 
in his office at the capitol or inthe executive 
mansion. 

WOMEN AT THE CONVENTION. 

A remarkable thing about the convention Is 
the interest the women of Jefferson City take 
in it. They talk about the chances ofthe 
candidates with as much understanding as 
the menand with more enthusiasm. They 
question their male friends as they come in 
to get their meals about the talk on the 
street, about the latest report, about the ar- 
rival of delegations, and: getting a few facts 
deduce conclusions and launch them at the 
slower masculine heads. Quite often, if one 
has heard one of these women unfolding 
something to a manat the breakfast table, 
one will hear the man repeating the same 
idea at dinner as something he had conceived 
himself. 

The women don’t content themselves with 
this. They do some effective campaigning 
for their favorites. Most of them have places 
themselves or have relatives in place or hope 
to have them if certain men are elected. For 
this reason the canvass is much nearer to 
them than it is to most of the men, and they 
work ardently. All the street scenes 
are watched groups oO wo- 
men, seated in the balconies of 
the hotels fronting on Madison street, 
and they don’t hesitate tostart applause b 
Clapping their gloved hands or to laug 
heartily when anything tunny nappens. 

When the convention began to-day the gal- 
lery wasamass of pretty summer gowns, 
flowers and gay bonnets and Temporary 
Chairman Dille, as he began his address, cast 
a glance up towards the ladies before he let 
it run over the delegates seated before him.

Some time 
after she was returned to police station her 
two sons secured her release with the inten- 
tion of taking her to the House of Good 
Shepherd for the night. Her twosons and 
Father Watson of St. Lawrence O’Toole’s 
Church, of which parish she is a resident, 
were conveyed to the gate of the institution 
in a cab. Learning her destination, the 
woman became very indignant and protested 
against going there. Her verbal 
protests not being heeded, she 
resorted to violence screaming 
like a mad woman and fighting her attend- 
ants with all herstrength. Her screams and

DEMOCRATS MUST SUPPORT ITOR LOSE 
IN THE SOUTH. 


Fillibustering Alone Prevents its Imme- 
diate Success—Nearly all the Senate 
Amendments tothe World’s Fair Bill 
Defeated—Sunday Closing Sustained— 
Anii-Pinkerton Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 19.—Farmer 
Hatch has not the slightest doubt of the anti- 
option bill becominga law before adjourn- 
ment. ‘‘l know whereof I speak,’’ he said to 
the PosT- DISPATCH correspondent this morn- 
ing. ‘‘I don’t care if its opponents in the Sen- 
ate do continue to fillibuster. Those in favor 
ofthe billare in two-thirds majority, and 
they can and willstay here as long as the 
fillibusterers. The bill is bound to pass.’’ 

‘*How about the Housejif Washburn tacks 
on an amendment?’’ 

‘**The House is 
bill will pass easily. Don’t have 
any doubt of that. The Democrats 
will be compelled to vote for it if they don’t 
wantto lose several Southern States. The 
farmers and plantersin the South are very 
much incensed at the failure of the silver 
bill to become a law. if 
we pass the anti-option bill 


they will be mollified and stay in the Demo- 
cratic ranks. Otherwise we shall suffer a 
great loss. Every Democratic member of 
Congress appreciates this situation and you 
may be sure that, with the exception of those 
living in Board of Trade cities, they will vote 
for the bill when it comes from the Senate.’’ 

**Will the President sign it?’’ 

**Well, rather.’’ 

At 2:30 this afternoon the Senate had been 
engaged for nearly two hours in discussing 
Mr. Morgan’s resolution (offered on 
July 14) directing the Finance Committee 
to report with all convenient dispatch 
a bill to give toall legal tender paper money 
and standard silver dollars the full legal 
law tothe gold colns. 
Mr. Morgan sustaineditin a long argument 
and It was opposed by Messrs. Sherman and 
Allison. Mr. Sherman movedto refer it to 
the Committee on Finance. It went over 
without action and at 2 p. m. the anti- 
option bill was laid before the Senate. 

Discussion on the Senate amendments to 
the World’s Fair bill occupied the early hours 
in the Houses. They were nearly all dis- 
agreed to and sentto conference. The most 
important exception was the Sunday closing 
amendment, which passed by a vote of 102 to 
72. The House also concurred in the para- 
graph making appropriations for medals aad 
diplomas, and refused to concur in the 
$5,000,000 appropriation and every other sub- 
stantial amendment. 

The committee of the whole adopted an 
amendment tothe sundry civil bill making 
itunlawful for any government official to 
contract with a person or firm which empldys 
Pinkerton detectives and any other associa- 
tion of men as armed guards. 

Mr. Tarsney of Missouri has prepared a 
resolution to introduce in the House to-day 
declaring that the fact ofan industry receiv- 
ing the bounty of protective tariff from‘the 
Federal Government gives the Government 
the right to interfere in case of disagree- 
ments between protected corporations and 
their employes. or the purpose of insuring

Maj. Smith’s Attack on Dosenbach 
Was Deadly. , 


Will Shores’ Surprising Testimony at 
the Preliminary Hearing. 


EVIDENCE WHICH MAY ADMIT THE 
SHERIFF TO BAIL. 


Shores Gives a Detailed Statement of the 
Encounter Between the Two Men and 
Is Positive That Maj. Smith Had a 
Knife in His Hand When He Advanced 
on the  Ssheriff—The Court-Room 
Packed. 


The preliminary hearing of Emil L. Dosen- 
bach, charged with the murder of Maj. W. 8. 
Smith in the Probate Court room at Clayton 
on July 13 last, began this morning at lil 
o’clock, in the Circuit Court room at Clay- 
ton, 

For an hour before the hearing began small 
throngs gathered about the, corridors of the 
Court-house, and expressed in low but 
earnest tones their views of the case. There 
was not a vacant seatin the court room 
when Justice B. J. Caffery of Webster opened 
proceedings. Among those within the rati- 
ing were the attorneys for Dosenbach, 
Messrs. Zach J, Mitchell and John R. War- 
feld, the Prosecuting Attorney R. E. Mudd, 
several attorneys from the county and repre- 
sentatives of several newspapers. Judge 
Laughlin, who was toassist in the prosecu- 
tion, was not present. 

THE SHERIFF ENTERS. 

The defendant was brougnt into the court- 
room about 10:500’clock by Constable John 
Fieldson. Hetook his seat directly behind 
his counsel, and though apparently nervous 
and agitated, he looked and said he was feel- 
ing well. His sons occupied a window to the 
right of the Judge’s bench, while the son of 
Maj. Smith, Raymond B. Smith, was seated 
ona bench in the room among the specta- 
tors. 

The reading of the complaint was waived 
by the defendant’s attorneys, and for the 
first witness Attorney Mudd called Wm, T. 
Shores, the Olerk ofthe Probate Court at 
Clayton. Mr. Shores stated that he was 
present at the Coroner’s inquest, and when 
asked to state what he knew ofthe killing of 
Maj. Smith, said: 

‘*On ‘the 13th of July, 1892, I walked into the 
Probate Court-room, in this county, about 
8:15in the morning. Fatherand Maj. Smith 
were sitting in the north end of the court- 
room. Websterand myself were sitting on 
the bench nearest the bookcase that is in the 
northwest corner ofthe room. Father was 
sitting . by the side of him on 
the chair or bench, I don’t know which. I 
walked. by them and took my seat in the 
northeast corner of the room atthe table. 
where lalways do my work. I picked upa 
book lying on the table and commenced 
glancing through it. The first thing of their 
conversation that attracted my attention 
was when Maj. Smith mentioned the 
fact to my father that there 
bad been a resolution introduced into the 
camp of the Sons of Veterans the evening be- 
fore to the effect that the camp supportor 
aid the candidacy of Mr. Bartholdt 
to Congress from this district. 
While they were in that con- 
versation, or: fmmediately afterwards, Mr. 
Dosenbach caméintotheroom. Maj. Smith 
again spoke of this resolution to Mr. Dosen- 
bach and said to him that he was the cause 
of it being introduced or repens A to that 
effect. Mr. Dosenbach then asked him who, 
and Maj. Smith repeated, ‘You,’ 

‘*‘Mr. Dosenbach then called Maj. Smith a 
——liar. Maj. Smith jumped from his seat 
and Mr. Dosenbach at the same time ora 
little before arose from his chair.

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THE MAYOR’S MESSAGE ISSUED. 


Sale of St. Louis Securities in London— 
Other Matters Treated. 

The Mayor’s message was issued this after- 
noon, Probably the most important subject 
with which it deals, and one which 
is of vital importance and interest 
to the people, is the placing 


of $2,500,000 St. Louis City bonds in the Lon- 
don money markets during the past year, 
They are pwenty 790% 4-per-cent gold-bear 
ing bonds an were placed 
the Scotland Bank of London, 
a branch of the Edinburgh 
Bank, They were alsogplaced to a better 
advantage than could be realized in this 
country. This is the first time perhaps within 
thirty ears that St. Louis securities 
have placed in a foreign 
market, n as the English 
custom is to require certain ratings before 
entering into deals of this ¢haracter, the 
effect of this will be toestablish St. Louis 
credit abroad as wellasathome. Bids were 
advertised for in this country, but as 
the old marketsthat have heretofore been 
resorted to did not seem anxious, negotia- 
tions were opened up in London. 

The improvement of the harbor opposite 
the city is recommended and means sug- 
gested by which the bestresults may be

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George Thompson Slashes Deputy Con- 
stable Thomas Hand With a Razor. 


IN SELF-DEFENSE THE CONSTABLE 
FATALLY WOUNDS HIS ANTAGONIST. 


The Constable Went Into Thompson’s 
Place to Read Him a Writ of Eviction 
for Non-Payment of Rent, and With- 
out a Word the Negro Attackei Him 
—Police News. , 


At 12:30 o’clock to-day a desperate encount- 
er took place between Deputy Constable 
Thomas Hand and George Thompson, the 
levee negro who called himself ‘‘Jesus 
Christ,’’ in which Hand received two 
gashes of a razor in the hands of the negro, 
who was shot by the constable and perhaps 
fatally injured. : 

Thompson keeps a barber shopatNo. 5 
North Levee and the Constable was serving 
a notice of eviction on him 
for non-payment of rent when 
the difficulty took place. The property occu- 
oy by Thompson belongs to the Connecticut 

fe Insurance Co., and Thompson owed 
for rent. Hand is a Deputy Constable in 
Justice of the Peace Pat Kane’s court and 
Went to-day to eject Thompson. As the 
Constable was reading the execution the 
negro suddenly took a razor from a drawer 
and sprang at the deputy. 

Hand not expecting the attack was taken 
by surprise, and sprang back. The negro 
closed on him,. carving as he came. One 
sweep of the razor grazed the Deputy’s chin, 
inflicting a slicing cut on the 
side of the chin, Another cut 
came nearer home, and narrowly failed to 
‘cut the Constable’s throatfrom earto ear. 
Itistwelve incheslong and extends across 
the breast from theright shoulder in acurve 
under the throat. : 

Hand had not had time 
to draw his revolver sosudden and flerce 
was the negro’s attack. He kept retreating 
towards the door, and his foot encountering 
an obstruction he fell on his back. The negro 
sprang onto him, still striking with the 
razor. Hana fought him off with his feet,and 
while doing soand lying on his back Man- 
aged to draw his revolver and fired. 

He fired twice, one ball striking the negro 
in the right hand and the other penetrating 
the body on the right’ side. The 
wound is a dangerous one, and when 
arrested it was thought that the 
negro was bleading internally. Ths firing 
attracted the attention of Sergt. McManee 
and Officers Jeremiah Curtin and James 
Murphy. Officers Curtin and Murphy were 
the first to arrive and they placed the negro 
under arrest. Sergt. McMamee called 
a carriage and had the wounded 
negro taken to the Dispensary, where his in- 
juries were pronounced dangerous, but not 
necessarily tratal. 

Hand was taken to Justice Kane’s office 
and attended by Dr. Kerr of 109 South Broad- 
way, who on examination found that no 
veins or arteries were severed and sewed up 
the wounds. voreee 

Deputy Constable Hand was taken to the 
Four Courts, and when the facts in the case 
were made known* was released. 
Chief Dispensary Surgeen Dr. Priest 
who made the examination of Thompson 
said the ball went clear through his body, 
penetrating the right lung, ang that the 
negro was bieeding internally and was in a 
serious condition. The shot in the right hand 
broke one of the fingers. 


Burglars Sentenced. 


John Best pleaded guilty in the Criminal 
Cuurt this morning to having burlarized 
Patrick Noland’s shop om S&t. Ferdinand 
street, of some tools and was sentenced to 
two years in the penitentiary. Three other 
prisoners, namely, RalphjScott, Fred;Cooper 
and Peter Basler, then decided to follow 
Best’s example and all of them pleaded 
guilty. Scott was given three years 
for burglarizing a residence on King’s 
highway; Cooper, one year in the 
Work-house for attempting to break into 
Leopolia Schad’s dwelling, and Bosler six 
months in the Work-house for stealing a cow 
from Jeremiah Bresnahan. 

Eddie Borke,a juvenile burglar, was re- 
leased on his own recognizance. The boy is 
lame and claimed that it was his first offense 
and that other boys had led him into it.

HIS VICTIM’S CRIES FOR HELP BROUGHT 
* PROMPT ASSISTANCE, 


Tragedy That Disturbed a Chicago Wed- 
ding Party—Ohio Convicts Attempt to 
Break Out—Brother Kills Brother— 
French ‘Criminal Extradited—General 
Criminal News and Brevities. 


CHICAGO, July 19.—While a wedding cere- 
mony was being conducted in the residence 
of John McHenry, at the corner of State and 
Forty-ninth streets, last night, a woman’s 
cries for help stopped the festivities. Jacob 
Ewald, who was attending the wedding, to- 
gether with Adam Sarmada, hastened to the 
former’s house near by,,and there they 
found Mrs. Gustina Ewald in a front up- 
stairs room, where she had been forced by an 
unknown man. Ewald broke open the door, 
which had been locked from the inside, and 
followed by Sarmada, seized his wife’s as- 
sailant by the throat, dragged him 
from the room to the head of the 
Stairs and threw him bodily down 
the entire filght. The man lay motionless on 
the first floor landing,‘and Ewald and Sar- 
mada hastened below to examine his condi- 
tion. He was unconscious when they reached 
him and died a few minutes later. Hisskull 
had been fractured and he had sustained in- 
ternal injuries. Ewald and Sarmada sur- 
rendered themselves to the police and were 


locked up, pending a preliminary examina- 
tion to-day. 

Mrs. Ewald told the police that while her 
husband was at the wedding next door the 
man had entered her house and had at- 
tempted to criminally assault her.

UNSUCCESSFUL BREAK MADE BY OHIO STATE 
CONVICTS. 

COLUMBUS, O., July 19.—An attempt of six 
condemned men now awaiting execution in 
the State Prison to escape was frustrated ac- 
cidentally yesterday afternoon. Each after- 
noon they are permitted to exercise in a 
court leading out from theircells. A guard 
at this time patrols the walls surrounding. 
Yesterdayafternoon the condemned menwere 
playing ball and one of them threw the ball 
in such a way that it fell outside. Instantly 
the guard dropped his gun and hurried after

The murderer was at one time an 
official at the State prison. 


FRENCH CRIMINAL TO BE EXTRADICTED. 
CuHIcaGo, Ill., July 19.—United States Com- 
missioner Hoyne yesterday rendered his 
decision in the case of Louis Napoleon Auzat, 
for whose extradition the French authorities 
have made application, on a charge of peing 


a forger and fugitive from justice. The Com- 
missioner heid that the evidence warranted 
him in committing Auzat for extradition. 
Auzat’s alleged offense consisted in forging 
the name of Roux de Escombrera, a wealthy 
Frenchman, to three drafts for 30,000 francs, 
in 1888, when the accused was an outside 
member of the Paris Stock Exchange. The 
prisoner’s attorneys will make another ef- 
fort to save their client by habeas corpus 
proceedings.

Farmer Legislators Refuse Money for the 
World’s Fair. 


Farco, N. D., July 19.—North Dakota Is 
having a hard fight in her effort to be sult- 
ably represented at the World’s Fair.

It was seen that the whole sum in 
hand was wholly inadequate for the work to 
be done, and again Fargo took the leadin an 
effort to raise an additional $30,000.

MURDER AT HOMESTEAD. 

If the Homestead men had killed any- 
body while resisting a Sheriff’s posse or a 
body of militia acting under the Sheriff’s 
orders, there would have beena strong 
case against every locked out workman 
who participated in such resistance and 
did any shooting. 

Buta battle between the citizens ofa 
town and a Pinkerton army, organized in 
another State and unlawfully invading the 
town as ifto levy war upon its citizens, 
is quite another thing, in fact and in law. 

Under the law of Missouri all who pro- 
cured or participated in such an invasion 
would have been criminals and any citizen 
who resisted and repelled it with arms 
would have been engaged simply in up- 
holding the laws of his State and protect- 
ing the homes of its people from unlawful 
menace. 

The difference between the laws of Mis- 
souri and those of Pennsylvania on this 
subject is not such as to make the shoot- 
ing of a Pinkerton by a burgher any more 
murder than the shooting of a burgher by 
a Pinkerton. 

The burghers were at home, surrounded 
by their wives and children. They are 
there now surrendering themselves to be 
tried for what they did. 

But the Pinkertons—whence came they, 
whocan produce their muster roll and 
where are they now? 

By having a thousand citizens arrested 
on murder warrants under these circum- 
stances Mr. CARNEGIE will impose on the 
State the expense of vainly arraigning a 
populous borough on the charge of mur- 
der. Ifa grand-jurv indicts a thousand 
burghers a jury of the vicinage will be sure 
to acquit every man of them. 

On the other hand, if any of the Pinker- 
tons are caught and indicted for the mur- 
der of the burghers who were killed in 
battle, Mr. CARNEGIE will not dare trust 
their case to a jury of that vicinity. 

There is good ground for expecting that 
the result of these trials will put an end to 
Pinkertonism in America, and teach our 
tariff barons to look to the law and its 
regular instrumentalities for the protection 
of their property and rights, not to any 
unlawful private army of hired killers 
who vanish as soon as their murderous 
work is done.

Strength of the Three Candidates in the 
Race—Bartholdt Does Not Think He 
Can Lose—Gen. Weaver, the FPeople’s 
Party Candidate for President, in the 
City—Polhtical News. 


If a consensus of opinions of those inter- 
ested is indicative of anything, there prom- 
ises to be a most interesting triangular fight 
at Clayton to-morrow when the Republican 
hosts of the First Congressional District 
meet in convention to bestow the only Con- 
gressional plum which the gerrymander of 
the last Legislature left to the disposal of 
that party in the State. The primaries held 
in the Fifth, Seventh, Ninth, Eleventh, Thir- 
teenth andi Twenty-third Wards in this 
city yesterday resulted in a sweeping 
victory for Richard Bartholdt, with the ex- 
ception of the Thirteenth Ward, which was 
Carried by W. M. Kinsey. This isthe ward in 
which Kinsey lives,and he won it easy ,there- 
by preventing Bartholdt securing the nomi- 
nation by the St. Louis city vote alone. The 
Yhirteenth Ward has eight delegates, giving 
to Bartholdt fifty-two, the balance of sixty, 
the number to which the St. Louls city wards 
are entitled in the convention. : 

QUEER POLITICAL TACTICS. 

In some of the wards yesterday no Kinsey 
delegate tickets were put out, and in conmse- 
quence the Bartholdt men had walkovers. 
In the Fifth Ward two tickets were voted for, 
but both are said to have been composed of 
Bartholdt. men. One was Known as 
the Bruck and the other the Decker 
ticket, the former being successful. The two 
tickets are said to have been brought out be- 
cause of a rivalry between the. two leaders, 
beth of whom wished to be Congressional 
Committeeman.

Kinsey will, however, more likely devote 
his attention to uniting the fifty-two votes 
outside of St. Louts City, which with the 
eight mentioned would nominate. He !s con- 
ceded by many of the knowing 
ones the entire vote of St. Louis 
County, through his opposition to 
the Clayton ring of which Dosenbach, 
who killed Maj. Smith, has for years been a 
leader. The ring was completely snowed 
under last Saturday at the primaries, and it 
stahds to reason that Oapt. Kinsey is the 
man to whom thé vote of the delegation will 
go. The Bartholdt men say things are all 
mixed b in the county and maintain that 
they will be able to pull some dele- 

ates out of the Datch. Everything 
ndicates, however, that notwithstanding it 
is claimed that no direct instructions were 
giveh the delegates, oe are* Kinsey men. 
Itis certain that the fight at the primaries 
was made on specific lines, Dosenbach be- 
fore his arrest and the ring being outspoken 
Bartholdt men and opposed to Kinsey, and 
the opposition, which was victorious, friend- 
ly to Kinsey and his nomination. It 
cannot be said that Bartholdt has mixed to 
any extent personally in the St. Louis County 
row, but the shape affairs teok was merely 
one way of testing the relative strength of 
the candidates. 

KISKADDON’S VOTE. 

Capt. J. C. Kiskadden will present formid- 
able opposition with his twenty-two 
instructed votes from Franklin County 
and no second was named by his constit- 
uents. With Kiskodden out of it, Bartholdt’s 
friends claim for their candidate 18 of the 22. 
As Bartholdt can win with five more votes 
than he already has, he would doubtless 
readily consent to put up with 
a less claim. But for Kinsey to 
be successful without any of Bartholdt’s 
votes he would have to draw 20°from Frank- 
lin. And by throwing to Kiskaddon his 
vote Kinsey would have to give him 37, all he 
has but one, to nominate.

o’clock. The temporary chairmanship has 
been little discussed.

IER MUST OUTLINE 
HIS PROGRAMME. 


Many Difficulties Beset the Path of the 
Liberals—Silwer Currency Scarce in 
Italy—Sharp Reply of the Ameer to 
Lord Lansdowne—An Anarchist De- 
termined to Die. 


Eonpon, July 19.—The Government must 
meet the new Parliament and leave it to Mr. 
Gladstone to ask the House of Commons to 
vote no confidence in the ministry, but it does 
not follow that he will succeed in carrying 
such a vote on the address, The Nationalists 
may move to amend his resolution that the 
House refuses to withdraw confidence in 
Lord Salisbury till it can repose confidence 
in Mr. Gladstone, and it cannot dothis till it 
Knows the course Mr. Gladstone intends to 
pursue in the event of his accession 
to power. Suchan amendment would raise 
the whole question of the particular measure 
oOfhome rule. Mr. Gladstone is meditating, 
and it isobvious that the anti-Parnellites 
quite as much as the Parnellites 
would then be forced to compel him to make 
in the House the disclosures which he has so 
Yar refused to make to the country. This 
would be a natural, logical and legitimate 
piece of tactics, and the Parnellites would 
be wanting in devotion to Mr. Parnell’s 
memory andin obedience to his counsels if 
they donot adopt it. They have personal 
wrongs to avenge, and cannot be expected 
to support Mr. Gladstone until they kaow 
something of his plans. 

If Mr. Gladstone refusesto be frank and 
candid they can refuse to vote for him, and 
he will be beaten on hisown resolution, and 
will fail to carry a vote of want of confidence, 
or wlllcarry it by so absurdly small a ma- 
jority as to make his accession to office any- 
thing but certain. If he consented, under 
the threats of nominal adherents, to tell the 
House what sort of Irish Parliament he 
wishes to create, he would immediately find 
himself in this practical dilemma. 

Either the plan would dissatisfy the Na- 
tionalists or it would dissatisfy the moderate 
section of his English and Scotch supporters. 
This is what renders it doubtful whether Mr. 
Gladstone can carry a vote for want of confi- 
dence, if at all, by more than a light ma- 
jority. It would then remain for the Govern- 
ment to decide whether to resign or to con- 
tinue to hold office till such a time, necessa- 
rily not remote, whenit could reappeal to 
the country. The Government, therefore, 
must stand its ground and invite Mr. Glad- 
stone to do his worst. 

The Daily News, commenting on Mr. Bal- 
four’s ‘‘ignorant’’ statement that no home 
rule is worthy of the name unless it includes 
the right of levying separate customs and 
power to endowa church, reminds him that 
the Legislature of an American State is not 
subordinate to the National Congress, but in 
fits own sphere ts absolutely independent, and 
yet no American State can indulge inthe 
luxury of an ecclestastical establishment or 
impose duties on the admission of goods from 
Other States. 


MEXICAN MATTERS. 


EIGHT PRISONERS KILLED BY A STROKE OF 
LIGHTNING. 

Crty OF Mexico, July 19.—The Warden of 
the Penitentiary at Zacatecas reports that 
last Friday three prisoners, who were serv- 
ing life sentences for robbery, were instantly 
killed by an electric discharge during the 
progress ofa thunder storm and ten others 
were made insensible by it, five of the num- 
ber having since died from their injuries. 

The yellow fever scourge continues un- 
abated at Vera Cruz, and the rate of mortal- 
ity is alarmingly large. Hundreds of people 
are leaving the city. In the foreign colony 
there have been many deaths, and those who 
could escape quarantine regulations have 
left their homes and escaped to this city or to 
the interior. W. W. Apperson, United States 
Consul at Vera Cruz, has arrived here, hay- 
ing just recovered from an attack of yellow 
fever. Every precaution is being used to 
prevent the fever from spreading. The 
Government has established strict quaran- 
tine regulations. 

Yesterday the anniversary ofthe death of 
President Juarez was fittingly observed. 
There was a grand military and civil parade, 
and people of all classes of society joined in 
honoring the memory of Juarez. After the 
parade a meeting, attended by President 
Diaz, was held atthe tomb of Juarez, where 
several memorial speeches were made. 

The situation as regards scarcity of food 
has improved somewhat. Beans and corn 
have declinedin price, but for meats and 
lard exorbitant prices are still demanded.

SILVER CURRENCY SCARCE IN ITALY—BRIEF

purchase and export of Italian silver, it con- 
tinues,the Ministers are forming new and effi- 
cacious plans to putanend tosuch specula- 
tions.

During the 
last three days seventeen persons have died 
from the disease on the Trans-Caucasus Rall- 
way.

AN EVENTFUL CRUISE. 


A Shipwrecked Eritish Crew Rescued by 
Yankee Sailors. 


NEw YoOrK, July 19.—Capt. DPD. H. Rivas, of 
the ship A. G. Ropes, which arrived tn port 
on Sunday evening, has passed through 
some thrilling experiences since he 
left San Francisco on April l5last. To rescue 
seamen from a disabled bark andto sail 
eighty miles close to a sea of ice made the 


voyage eventful. Capt. Ravas spoke the 
iron bark Glenperes of Caernarvon, Wales, 
off Cape Horn on the afternoon of May 22 last. 
Her main topmast and fore top- 
gallant mast were gone. Two spars 
in falling had smashed the hatches and 
‘broken the boats. Water was pouring in 
through the hatches at every roll of the ship 
in the heavy seas. The bark’s captain, Evan 
Jones, signalied that he wished to abandon 
his vessel. Without a moment’s hesitation 
Capt. Rivas responded. By the time the bark 
was reached, twilight had come an. A boat 
was lowered and five seamen with Second 
Mate Graham, who has saved many a life on 
the water, volunteered to man the boat. Its 
approach was ey with cheers by the 
seamen aboar the bark. Owing to the 
heavy sea, it was impossible to come along- 
side the rolling bark, so Second Mate Graham 
shouted: 


**JUMP, WE WILL GE&T rov.’’ 

But the men were afraid and did not move. 

‘‘Jump,’’ he shouted again, ‘*Where’s 
your British pluck?’’ 

This seemed to bring them totheir senses, 
and eight of them were soon safelyin the 
boat. No sooner were they transferred to 
the ship than the rescuers setout ona sec- 
ondtrip. It was now almost dark and tena 
men remainedon board the bark. Anxious- 
ly the captain waited forthe return ofthe 
boat. An hour passed, an hour and a Aalf, 
two hours and still the boat didnot come. 

**Here,’’ he said to the rescued seamen, 
*‘*take a boat and , go in search of the men 
that rescued you. 

But they of wept It was pitch dark, and 
only an occasional glimmer ofa single light 
informed them that the bark was still afloat. 
At last when Capt. Rivas began to despair, 
after three hours waiting, the boat returned, 
having rescued the whole crew. 

At Port Stanley, in the Falkland Islands, 
Capt. Rivas lay to four miles out, and offered 
to put the bark’s men ashore. They de- 
murred, however, on accountof the rough 
sea, and the A. @&. Ropes could not go nearer 
the shore, so they were taken to Pernambuco 
and landed. The story of the rescue was 
related to the American Consul, Mr. Stevens, 
who wrote a letter to Acting Secretary of 
State Wharton, suggesting that such bravery 
should not go unrewarded.

The regular weekly meeting of the 
Executive Committee of the association 
took place at 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon in 
the rooms of the Mercantile Club. The com- 
mittee is composed of the following well- 
Known and influential gentlemen: L. D.

WHAT THEY PROPOSE TO DO. 

The object of the association is to rid St. 
Louis to such an extent as is prac- 
ticable of the smoke abeut which there 
ts such universal complaint, and 
in order to do so to employ such devices and 
means as are used in other metropolitan 
cities which have extensive manufacturing 
interests. The association has been growing 
dafly since fts inception and already numbers 
200 members. The committee has met with 
encouragement from the leading business 
men in the city as well as the people 
generally. 

At the meeting yesterday the advisability 
Otasking the City Councti to pass an ordli- 
nance to aid inthe ends which the associa. 
tion seeks to accomplish was discussed and 
and the plan approved, and Councilman 
W. TT. Anderson, who is a member 
of the association and was also present at 
the meeting, agreed to offer a bill Friday 
night, which in the judgment of the commit- 
tee will cover the needs of the association. 
The secretary read a letter from the Chicago 
society for the prevention of smoxe, 
which said that the scheme was not only 
thoroughly practicable but had been tested 
and found in every way a success. The 
secretary was directed to communicate with 
the clerk of the Council of the city 
of Chicago on three copies of the ordl- 
nances now In force, which were passed in 
that city to enable the society to successfully 
combat the smoke. Asecond circular was 
prepared —. 10,000 copies ordered 
printed be mailed to 
citizens ae condemn the smoke 
nuisance, askingthem to do their-part to- 
ward the effort being made to abate It. 

HOW THEY WILL DO IT. 

It is the intention of the association to em- 
ploy expert engineers to examine into all the 
factories and plants in the city which pro- 
duce great volumes of smokKejtand ascertain 
by experiment with the various devices now 
being used for that purpose whichis best 
adapted to do the most good. It is 
taken for granted that the same device can- 
not be successfuliy operated in different 
kinds of plants, but the idea of employing 
experts isto arrive an advantageous con- 
clusion as to which is the best for certain 
work. This done the gym or foundry ex- 
amined will be notified, and required by the 
ordinance, which itis the intentionto have 
passed, to make the improvement and 
failure to do sowilll subject the proprietors to

A Turf Expert Who Thinks the Colt 
Another Hanover. | | 


MARCUS DALY’S CRACK HAS NOT YET 
BEEN THOROUGHLY TRIED. 


National Whist Congressin New York— 
St. Louis Plays a Fourteen-Inniug 
Draw Game With Brooklyn—Boston 
Loses to Pittsburg—Raocing, Pugilism 
and Sporting News in General. 


It seems probable just now that Tammany 
isacolt of the class of Hanover, Hindoo’s 
celebrated son, writes Arthur F. Bowers. 
Hanover ran only twice as a 2-year-old and 
won both -races. As a 8-year-old he swept 
everything before him until the Monmouth 
season was far advanced. He took up heavy 
weight penalties, ran away from such a colt 
as Kingston, and scored a most conspicuous 
and briiliant series of victories; but his 
owners, the Dwyers, asked too much of him; 
they kept racing him under excessive 
weights, and at long distances, without 
giving him any sufficient interval 
for rest and recuperation. The 
result was that he was defeat- 
ed in the latter part of the Monmouth ‘season 
Laggard, and some other horses that he 
would have been able to vanquish easily ear- 
lier in the year. Now, in severalstakes Han- 
overranas brilliantly and triumphantly as 
Tammany has run thisyear. It may be, of 
course, that in Tammany the American turf 
is fortunate enough to be favored with the 
presence of another Luke Blackburn, another 
Hindoo, another Salvator; buton the other 
hand it may be that Tammany, good colt as 
he is, may prove tobeno better than Han- 
over was, and Hanover certainly did not 
rank with the three famous champions just 
named. 

The fact that Tammany was defeated in 
four out of his six races as a 2-year-old does 
not, however, make it impossible that he will 
prove himself to be the best horse of his age 
in the United States. Luke Blackburn, as a 
2-year-old, was defeated in eleven out of 
thirteen starts; and although Hindoo won 
nearly all of his 2-year-old races, still he 
knew what it was to suffer defeat as a young- 
ster. Salvator was vanquished by Proctor 
Knott asa 22-year-old, but in the following 
year he was far superior to Proctor Knott. 
Of course, the ideal horse, the champion of 
the century, the Ormonde, the unapproacha- 
ble creature that comes out only at long in- 
tervals, is never beaten; he is always and 
everywhere victorious. 

MARCUS DALY’S STABLE. 

Marcus Daly is doing extremely well with 
his 3-year-olds this year. Tammany is by far 
the greatest winner among the American 3- 
year olds in 1892. Both Shellbark and Sir 
Mathew have also wonraces. There is every 
reasonto expect that Tammany will add 
tens of thousand sof dollars to the amount 
of his winnings before the 
endof the season, and Sir Mathew and 
Shellbark are also practically certain to carry 
offanumberof prizes within the next few 
weeks. But unless Mr. Daly has some 
wonderful 2-year olds in reserve about 
which the public and turf patrons 
in general Enow nothing, his chances 
for the rich 33-year-old stakes of 1893 
do notappear to be at alltempting. Such 
2-year-olds as Rightaway, Shelley Tuttle, 
The Baron and Barmaid are nOt of the Tam- 
many class, and are notin the least likely to 
carry off any such stakes as the Realization. 

LACK OF FIRST-CLASS 2-YEAR-OLDS. 

Turf-writers in England express.a great 
deal of admiration of the 2-year-olds in that 
country this year, says Arthur F. Bowers, 
They say that already an amazingly large 
number of excellent youngsters have been 
seen in public, ang no doubt there are fine 
colts and fillies in reserve, American turf- 
men, on the other hand, are inclined to 
lament the absence of conspicuous merit 
among the sons and daughters of famous 
siresand dams in this country. It is the 
prevailing opinion that the 2-year-olds of 
United States in 1892 are hardly upto the av- 
erage. Sensational performers may come 
to view later that will modify existing im- 
pressions. It is certainly to be hoped they 
may, for otherwise the prospects for the 
great 3-year-old stakes next year cannot be 
considered very encouraging.
